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COMMENTS ON EXAMINER'S INTERVIEW SUMMARY

The Examiner apparently misunderstood statements in the interview with Ms. Tucker, 
Applicants' representative, on April 15, 2010. Ms. Tucker would like to take this opportunity to 
clarify the misunderstanding and correct the interview summary. 

Ms. Tucker did not tell the Examiner that the newly submitted reference "was considered relevant 
and due to certain reasons was not submitted earlier." Instead, Ms. Tucker told the Examiner that the 
reference was being submitted because it was cited to a foreign agent by the foreign agent's patent 
office on February 9, 2010, and as she had recently assumed responsibility of the prosecution for the 
case, she was not aware of the reference prior to receiving it from the foreign agent on February 16, 
2010. She submitted the reference to the USPTO with the IDS on March 2, 2010, i.e., within 30 days 
of its citation by the foreign office. 
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Next, the Examiner and Ms. Tucker discussed the reference and to Ms. Tucker's recollection, the 
Examiner indicated that she was going to enter the IDS, but needed to first discuss this with her 
supervisor. The Examiner indicated that she would call Ms. Tucker if there was a problem. When 
Ms. Tucker received the Notice of Allowance on May 4, 2010, she believed the IDS had been 
entered. 

This misunderstanding is also conveyed in the May 1 1, 2010 denial of entry of the IDS, wherein 
the Examiner asserted that there had been no reason mentioned why this reference was not presented 
earlier.
